On October 8, 2014, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Lieutenant 
Richard Harpham, Sergeant Sonja Bracken, and Sergeant Eric Eitner responded 
to East Los Angeles Station regarding an on-duty hit shooting. The shooting 
resulted in the hospitalization of Suspect Eduardo Romero. 


On December 21, 2015, this case was reassigned to Sergeant а 


Sergeant Jeff Cochran and Detective Gene Morse from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the 
shooting investigation. For further information, refer to the Homicide case book 
under URN #014-13328-0284-055 [EXHIBIT A]. 


IAB Lieutenant Richard Harpham checked to see that the Watch Commander, 
Lieutenant Andrew Cruz, took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved parties 
and witnesses did not discuss the incident amongst themselves or with uninvolved 
persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators. Lieutenant 
Harpham also ensured that Lieutenant Cruz knew that the aforementioned parties 
should not collectively consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, 
Lieutenant Harpham checked to see if Lieutenant Cruz attempted to have the 
involved parties and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until 
they provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


SYNOPSIS 
On Wednesday, October 8, 2014, at approximately 0058 hours, Deputies Edwardo 
Sanchez and Eva Robles were in full Sheriff's Department uniform, while driving 


in a marked black and white patrol car. Deputy Sanchez was driving and Deputy 
Robles was sitting in the front passenger seat. They were driving westbound on 
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Olympic Boulevard approaching Fraser Avenue, when they observed four male 
Hispanics, who were walking westbound. Two males were walking together on 
the north sidewalk and the other two males were walking on the south sidewalk. 


As Deputies Sanchez and Robles neared the two males on the north sidewalk, 
Deputy Robles illuminated the males with the spotlight located on the passenger 
side of the patrol car. Upon being illuminated by the spotlight, both males turned 
and looked at the deputies. One of the males, described as wearing a black and 
white striped shirt and a backpack (hereinafter referred to as Suspect 

, grabbed his waistband with his right һапа ага гап westbound on the 
sidewalk. As they followed and focused on Suspect o ran, the deputies 
lost sight of the second male, described as wearing a black hoodie (hereinafter 
referred to as Suspect Eduardo Romero). 


Suspect ran west on Olympic Boulevard, just past Fraser Avenue. He 
then turned around and ran east on Olympic Boulevard, back to Fraser Avenue. 
He then ran north on Fraser Avenue. The deputies, who were still inside their 
patrol car, followed Suspect northbound on Fraser Avenue. 


The deputies observed Suspect [run north and meet up with Suspect 
Romero, who was standing in the mouth of the east/west alley between Fraser 
Avenue and Clela Avenue, on the east side of Fraser Avenue. Both deputies saw 
Suspect И retrieve an unknown object from the waistband area of the front 
of his person and hand it to Suspect Romero. Suspect Romero took possession 
of the object and concealed it in the waistband area of the front of his person. 
Following the exchange, Suspect ran northbound on Fraser Avenue and 
out of view. Suspect Romero ran eastbound through the alley, towards Clela 
Avenue, while the deputies followed him in their patrol car. Both deputies 
described Suspect Romero as holding his waistband while he was running. 


Suspect Romero ran east through the alley and then northeast through a chained 
off parking lot, north of the alley. The deputies drove east, approaching Clela 
Avenue, never losing sight of Suspect Romero. Midway through the parking lot, 
Suspect Romero turned and made eye contact with the deputies. They observed 
Suspect Romero double back and run southwest, back to the alley. The deputies 
drove westbound in reverse, toward Suspect Romero. 


When the deputies were within twelve to fifteen feet of Suspect Romero, he 
doubled back again and ran eastbound, past the passenger side of their patrol 
vehicle. Suspect Romero was now in front of the marked patrol car. Deputy 
Sanchez stopped, put their patrol car into drive and drove eastbound, continuing 
to follow Suspect Romero. The deputies saw Suspect Romero stumble or trip, 
while he was running east. 


Deputy Sanchez drove their radio car up to what they believed was two to three 
feet west of Suspect Romero. As Suspect Romero was getting up to his feet, he 
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removed a revolver from the front waistband of his person. The deputies were 
seated inside their marked patrol car when they saw the gun. Deputy Robles and 
Deputy Sanchez alerted each other to Suspect Romero's gun, while they were 
exiting their patrol car. Suspect Romero turned to his right and pointed the revolver 
toward Deputy Robles, who was positioned behind the passenger side door of the 
patrol car. 


Deputy Robles, fearing for her own life, as well as the life of her partner, fired a 
total of eight rounds from her department issued Beretta 92F. Deputy Sanchez, 
fearing for his life, as well as the life of his partner, fired a total of seven rounds 
from his department issued Smith and Wesson M&P. 


An “RG” .38 special revolver, loaded with two live rounds was recovered at the 
scene of the shooting. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office reviewed the shooting of Eduardo Romero, by Deputies Eva Robles and 
Edwardo Sanchez. In their letter of opinion [EXHIBIT B], dated May 20, 2015, 
Deputy District Attorney Ann Marie Wise concluded Deputies Robles and Sanchez 
acted lawfully in self-defense.
